GHI Pilot Project Raises 
Many Ticklish Questions

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board of directors, at their meeting 
February 22, agonized over whether to rush into compiling de¬ 
signs and cost estimates for the pilot project of renovating the 
frame homes, or to proceed at a more methodical pace. Some mem¬ 
bers felt an urgency to gather necessary facts by the April mem¬ 
bership meeting; others said such haste was unwise. 


Youth Center. . 

But the action that will probably 
affect the most people in the com¬ 
munity — the raising of swimming 
pool fees — will not come up until 
the next meeting of city council on 
Monday, March 5. 

Shimming Pool Rates 
In a memo to council, city man¬ 
ager James K. Giese noted that in 
the last two years the city has been 
faced with declining sales of swim¬ 
ming pool passes and admission 
tickets, while costs have risen. Last 
year expenditures exceeded reve¬ 
nues by $4,469. 

Giese is therefore proposing an 
increase in family passes from 
$35 to $46. Daily admission rates 
would be increased at a greaJter rate 
— from $1 to $1,25 in order “to 
encourage the sale of season pas¬ 
ses over daily admissions.” Other 
rates would be increased propor¬ 
tionately, though the rate for swim¬ 
ming instructions would remain at 
$3 per child of pass bolder. 

For non-residents, the family ad¬ 
mission pass would rise from $75 
to $80, but the daily admission rate 
n^uld rem agi the same. Giese ex¬ 
plained the importance of not dis¬ 
couraging non-residents from us¬ 
ing the pool. "At the present time 
approximately one-third of the pool 
revenues are derived from pass sales 
to non-residents. The planned open¬ 
ing of a pool operated by the Park 
and Planning Commission on Cal¬ 
vert Road, possibly this season but 
more likely next year, may signi¬ 
ficantly affect the sale of passes to 
non-residents." 

Giese cautioned that it may not 
be possible in the future to con¬ 
tinue the swimming pool on a self- 
sustaining basis without making 
membership fees comparable to the 
fees charged by private pools. 

SHL Chib Honse 
The city is proposing to put into 
use as soon as possible the SHL 
golf course club house, which is 
part of the 13-acre tract acquired 
early last month. It is planned that 
the building, while small, will ac¬ 
commodate a ping pong table, a 
bumper pool table, and a TV set 
The latter item touched off a 
good-natured discussion on the mer¬ 
its of TV. with Mayor Dick Pilski 
arguing against it. The majority 
of council felt that televised sports 
programs would be a major at¬ 
traction for the youth. 

Intra-City Bus Study 
On the assumption that the Mary¬ 
land Department of Transportation 
will approve financing of 75% ($3, 
750) of the local share of the Feder¬ 
al grant for an intm-bus study, 
council authorized city participation 
in the program. The study will de 
termine the feasibility of the city of 
Greenbelt having its own bus sys¬ 
tem. In a related matter, council 
asked that Metro give consideration 
to reducing the 53-cent bus fare 
within Greenbelt. city boundaries. 

Trash Collection 

The city is moving along an its 
proposal to switch to a twice-a- 
week trash collection schedule 
with a third collection for news¬ 
paper only. To accomplish this, 
council gave final approval to an 
ordinance which requires that news¬ 
papers be separated from other 
household trash. Homeowners will 
be required to place newspapers in 
a separate container, bag. or bun¬ 
dle. They will be picked up once 
a week (except during weeks 
where holidays occur). The regu-

tar trash wilt be picked up on the 
other two collections. It is expec¬ 
ted that the new system will start 
in April. 

Giese noted that the city is 
unique in requiring such separation 
as part of its refuse collection ser¬ 
vice. since recycling is not a money¬ 
making proposition. He estimated 
that proceeds from the sale of 
newspapers pay only about half 
the cost of collection. He thus felt 
that this factor would operate

Decision on Greenbriar 
Sewerage Request Due Soon

When Dr. Neil Solomon, secre¬ 
tary of the Maryland Department 
of Health and Mental Hygiene 
(SDHMH) signed the Prince Ge¬ 
orges County Ten-Year Water and 
Sewer Plan on February 16, his 
action gave the Division of Water 
and Sewerage of SDHMH the 
green light to move ahead on the 
matter of the Greenbriar sewage 
treatment plant in Greenbelt. 

W. McLean Bingley, Chief of 
Water and Sewerage, said a final 
decision on the plant is expected 
within two or three weeks. In the 
meantime, the State Department of 
Water Resources has again recom¬ 
mended approval of the plant which 
will serve the 1193-unit Greenbriar 
Apartment development. 

For over a year Bingley’s de¬ 
partment had the matter under re¬ 
view but could not make a final 
decision until (1) the Prince Georg¬ 
es county council amended the 
Ten-Year Water and Sewer Plan 
to include a point of discharge for 
the Greenbriar plant and (2) Dr. 
Solomon approved the plan. Both 
requirements have now been met. 

However, county executive Willi¬ 
am Gullett, while not vetoing the 
plan, refused to sign it. Criticism of 
the Greenbriar plant was one of the 
reasons cited for his action. Gul- 
lett’s office reports that he does not 
approve of sewage effluent from 
temporary sewage treatment plants 
discharging into streams. He pre¬ 
fers the Largo Arena disposal me¬ 
thod of piping the effluent to a 
temporary plant at the Western 
Branch, where it would be dis¬ 
charged directly into the river. 

Design Plans Reviewed 

Design plans of the Greenbriar 
plant are currently under review 
by thirteen sections of the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com 
mission. WSSC’s Structural and 
Hydraulics Department staff mem¬ 
bers will write a report after these 
studies are made and submit any 
corrections and/or modifications to 
Greenbriar consultants Ben Dyer 
and Associates early in March.. The 
plant will be constructed in two 
stages with an eventual total cap¬ 
acity of 325,000 gallons of sewage 
effluent a day. 

According to WSSC, the plant 
will be the first in Montgomery or 
Prince Georges County to use break¬ 
point chlorination, a process of vi¬ 
rus removal. In addition, the plant 
will contain conditions required by 
Dr. Perry Stearns of the Prince 
Georges County Health Department 
and the county council. Included 
among these is the Greenbelt city 
council requirement that the ef¬ 
fluent be piped to a point in the 
stream where the water is con¬ 
tinuously flowing, rather than per 
mitting it to be discharged dir¬ 
ectly into an intermittent stream 
which is dry part of the year. The 
pipe carrying the effluent will run 
from the plant along the northern 
section of the Greenbriar property 
to a running stream located south 
of the NASA interchange bridge.

The planning subcommittee had 
come to an impasse whereby it 
felt qualified to evaluate the TAA 
structural survey, but unable to 
make a decision on which heating 
system would be the most efficient 
and economical, electric heat or 
hydronic (hot water). Therefore, 
It recommended that the board seek 
cost data on the design and con¬ 
struction of the two heating systems 
before the pilot project is begun. 

Since the membership meeting is 
to be held in April or May, such 
an evaluation would have to be 
made in a very short period to allow 
the members to deliberate over their 
approval of the pilot project. 

How Fast to Proceed ? 

Director Tom White felt that the 
board should proceed one step at 
a time so as to help the project and 
better inform the membership. The 
board should be governed by the 
merits of the case, not bv the time 
factor, he said 

Planning Committee chairman. 
David Lange, however, stated that 
if the evaluation was not done in 
the next month, he doubted that 
the pilot project could be begun 
in 1973 as his committee had ar¬ 
ranged in its time schedule. He 
stressed that some members have 
urgent problems with their homes 
and that a substantial delay could 
affect the costs. 

President Jim Smith expressed 
unwillingness to go to the member¬ 
ship without good information. The 
board should have almost all in¬ 
formation to be presented to the 
members at least six weeks before

the meeting in order for the mem¬ 
bers to make intelligent decisions. 

Action Taken 

Finally, the board decided on a 
6-2 vote (White and Howard Brooks 
dissenting) to authorize the man¬ 
agement and the planning commit¬ 
tee to hire a qualified person or 
persons to design a study and pro¬ 
vide a cost evaluation of the pilot 
project. The board also voted to 
proceed with the schedule recom¬ 
mended by the planning commit¬ 
tee since, if they are unable to 
meet the schedule, nothing would 
be lost White stated "It is unwise 
to make a schedule that is unreal¬ 
istic." 

The board members, with two 
exceptions, Brooks and Tony Lynch, 
all favored TAA as the architect¬ 
ural firm to be selected to perform 
the renovation for the pilot pro¬ 
ject. However, Hugh O’Donnell, 
chairman of the subcommittee, felt 
it would be useful to talk to other 
architects who specialize in reno¬ 
vation. The board agreed to table 
the selection of an architect pend¬ 
ing firm contacts made by the plan¬ 
ning committee and subcommittee 
to see if any other architects 
would be interested in performing 
the renovation. 

Flavor Membership Meeting 

The board then unanimously (ex¬ 
cept for Brooks who unexpectedly 
left the meeting) voted to call a 
special membership meeting as op¬ 
posed to a referendum to consider 
giving the go-ahead for the pilot 
project Lynch also favored "per¬ 
sonal selling" in small groups, and 
dividing the members up into 
“frames" and ''bricks" at which 
paint director Nat Shinderman in¬ 
terjected Ms strong disapproval of 
dividing the cooperative into such 
groups. "We’re one co-op!" he pro¬ 
claimed. 

White stated that a membership 
meeting would be more democratic 
and make the members consider 
all aides of the question; by mailing 
a referendum you wouldn’t know 
if they read the material sent them. 
"Putting 'yea’ or ‘nay’ on paper is 
too easy and this should not be an 
easy decision for the members to 
make," White reflected. 

Lange noted that members would 
have the opportunity to modify 
proposals at a membership meeting, 
while this would be impossible 
with a referendum. 

Other Matters 

In other action the board ap¬ 
proved expanding the scope of the 
financial audit of the -corporation 
to include two additional points: 1) 
an audited statement of cash re¬ 
ceipts and disbursements for the 
year; and 2) a statement of recon¬ 
ciliation between the operation 
statements contained in the audi¬ 
tor’s report and the GHI internal 
management operating statements, 
subject to concurrence by the au¬ 
dit committee. 

Finally, White alerted the board 
to several matters he considered 
very important One was that the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission was proposing what 
he described as an "exorbitant" 
increase in the water rates and that 
GHI should have some input to 
the commissioners. 

Also, the county was expanding 
its relief to elderly renters and how 
did this effect GDC renters, He 
asked the board to communicate 
to Governor Marvin Mandel asking 
for the rationale for the state's 
approval of the Prince George’s 
County 10-year Water and Sewer 
Plan which GHI protested. GHI 
manager Breashears noted that 
they were looking into the relief 
for elderly renters and Smith direc¬ 
ted White to draft the letter to 
Mandel. 

The member relations chairman 
was asked to suggest dates to 
schedule hearing on the CMP study 
(management audit). 
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Twisting the Facts 

To tho Kilitor: 

Mrs. Coxon did better than I 
did in indicting herself on the 
charge of divisiveness. 

She objects to the building of 
townhouses and the capital im¬ 
provements program. Such is her 
i ight. However, both were author¬ 
ized by regular GHI membership 
action of eight and four years ago 
respectively. One might think that 
after ail these years, she would be 
reconciled to majority rule. 

She asserted that “ . , . the build¬ 
ing of the townhouses . . . (was) 
; ■ • P ut through at a final meet¬ 
ing attended by less (sic) than 50 
members . . ” That statement is 
misleading, to be charitable, or an 
outright falsehood. Townhouse 
construction was authorized by a 
general membership referendum 
held by secret ballot August 4-5 
1965. 

Evidently, Mrs. Coxon referred 
to a meeting, called by a Board 
committee of members who had 
previously indicated their interest 
in purchasing townhouses, to ascer¬ 
tain if there was still a sufficient 
number of them to justify advertis¬ 
ing for bids for construction. Such 
an action was prudent and proper, 
but, because this group numbered 
fewer than 50, Mrs. Coxon twists 
the facts to suit her fancy.

The cost, acording 
to your 'Board will be about $150,000 
on a 10-year loan plus interest, 
which is almost twice the T.A.A.

The pilot houses have now 
been estimated in the neighborhood 
of $7,000 each . . . 

Don’t forget, either, the $374,000 
you still owe for Capital improve¬ 
ments, a portion of which will be 
washed out or made useless under 
the proposed TAA program before 
they are even paid for.

CITY NOTES 

Routine business occupied the 
city public works crews during the 
week. They cleaned storm sewers 
and catch basins around the city 
and repaired the driveway along 
Ridge Rd. Center to accommodate 
those attending the Heart Screening 
Clinic.

Harper First Greenbelter 
To Finish In Marathon 

Bob Harper of Woodland Way, a 
graduate student at Maryland, was 
the first Greenbelter to finish in 
the 26 mile marathon run on the 
Agricultural Farm course on Sun¬ 
day. Harper finished 14th in 2:43:43 
in a field lof 248 runners. Good 
weather by runners’ standards 
helped the defending champion, 
Marashall Adams, of the North 
Carolina Track Club, to set a new 
course record of 2 hours. 24 minutes 
and 17.8 seconds, breaking the old 
record by over five minutes. A 
record field of 248 started and 169 
fiimshed; among them were six 
girls, a father and daughter, a fa¬ 
ther and son, several medical doc¬ 
tors, a Juvenile Court Judge and 
Erich Segal, the famous author. 
Other Greenbelt finishers were: 
Bob O’Brien of Breezewood Court, 
52nd in 2:59:03, and Alex Barnes 
of Laurel Hill, 59th in 3:01:58, 
Martin Greenbaum, formerly of 
Greenbelt, was 97th in 3.20:58. These 
men met the qualifying standards 
to enter the Boston marathon 
which is 3:30 minutes.

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Drug Program Observed 
After One Year In Area

Having been in operation for a little over a year now, the 
roving leader program housed in the Ridge Road Center Is facing a 
year of expansion. The program is part of the Prince Georges 
County’s Drug. Intervention Action Counseling Program, but also 
functions in the areas of venereal disease, alcohol, abortions, and 
other problems of concern to the community. 

“Crisis intervention is what we’re with a drug related theme would 


all about,” stated Wilbert Wilson, 
director of the county’s roving lea¬ 
der effort. He indicated that at 
the Ridge Road Center the coun¬ 
selors (currently there are five who 
work various shifts) see from four 
to eight people a day, but may av¬ 
erage 60-100 contacts a month. This 
includes those people whom they 
may just talk to on the telephone. 

Program to Expand 
However, by March 31 each of 
the county’s roving leader centers 
(others are in Laurel, Temple 
Hills and Largo) will have a psy¬ 
chologist as a full-time s^aff mem- . 
ber, enabling the center to be open 
from 1-9 p.m., Monday through 
Friday, and it is hoped that two 
more therapy sessions, can be.added 
to the program. There are three 
people now waiting to get into a 
therapy session here in Greenbelt. 

Part of the expanded therapy ef¬ 
fort will be aimed at persons ar¬ 
rested for or convicted of minor 
drug charges. By arrangement 
with the State’s Attorney’s Office 
and District Court, certain of¬ 
fenders will be given a psycholog¬ 
ical evaluation and those found 
suitable put into a 12-week one- 
session-a-week group therapy pro¬ 
gram. The Greenbelt unit hopes to 
find additional space to hold such 
sessions. 

Sessions for offenders over 18 
years-old will be at the county 
Health Dept, in Cheverly, while 
Greenbelt and other local centers 
will receive those under 18. 

An average of 125 Prince Georg¬ 
ians a month have taken part in 
the 12 to 16-week therapy pro¬ 
grams at roving leader centers dur¬ 
ing the past year. 

Greenbelt Hours 

Currently the Greenbelt center 
is open from 4-9 p.m., and holds 
one therapy session per week at 
which time a trained clinical psy¬ 
chologist, Dr. Schloamo Cohen, coun¬ 
sels a group of five juveniles in 
one session followed by a session 
of from five to eight parents. 

Wilson increasingly sees the val¬ 
ue of these group encounters to 
the lives not only of addicts and 
their parents, but also of young 
people with a wide variety of diffi¬ 
culties not related to drug abuse. 

“A person becomes aware of his 
hang-ups in therapy,” he said. “He 
learns where he’s at as a person, 
the best way to cope with his prob¬ 
lems, how to appreciate himself 
and how to function with other 
people.” 

The five roving leaders (they like 
to Call themselves para-pfofession- 
als) at Greenbelt’s center are all 
college students in their 20!s, some 
working on their Master’s degrees, 
and. all with training in psychology. 
No one presently working at the 
center has been on drugs: Each 
has received a nine-day to two 
week training course in intensive 
crisis intervention. Their principal 
asset, they feel, is their ability to 
communicate with their peers, and 
they function as a peer-consulting 
group called “Clear Path.” 

There has been some turnover in 
the staff since their formation be¬ 
cause some of them have graduated 
or moved away. The current five 
have been together since December, 
according to their supervisor, Jim 
Gscheidle, and have no immediate 
plans to leave. 

Coordinated with Schools 
Although some people have used 
the center on a walk-in basis, most 
of the juveniles are referred,, to it 
by the schools or the courts, and 
most come from the Green belt-Ber¬ 
wyn Heights area. Some/.people 
have responded to the flyers ; put 
out and as a result the center* pas

Wilson stressed that the Green¬ 
belt center has not worked with 
any hard core addicts. Such people 
are usually referred to Prince Ge¬ 
orges Hospital to “de-tox” and are 
handled from there. “No heroin ad¬ 
dicts have come here,” he said. 

Everything Confidential 

Records of people who do come 
to the center are kept on a code 
system using numbers. No last 
names are ever used nor do the 
center’s workers know the last 
names of their visitors or where 
they live, Wilson indicated. “All in¬ 
formation is confidential and Will 
not be released to parents, police 
or the courts.” 

The program is funded through 
the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Act which is administered through 
the Justice Department. Prince Ge¬ 
orges County contributes 20% in 
matching funds and the city of 
Greenbelt donates office space on 
a three-month renewal basis. 

City Comments 

However, city manager James 
Giese commented that he saw “no 
evidence that they were making 
any contacts” in the city or were 
aiding the Greenbelt police or rec¬ 
reation department in seeking out 
youth drug offenders in their rov¬ 
ing leader program. “It may be 
that I’ve not been provided with 
sufficient information . . . but their 
presence is not being felt ” he ad¬ 
ded. 

Councilwoman Elizabeth Maffay 
expressed her view that she had 
hoped the program could be located 
in a more central area where those 

entering and leaving could not be 
identified as having drug problems. 
“I cannot conceive people going 
there,” she declared but, according 
to Louis Amico, who is in charge 
of the drug centers throughout the 
county, “There is a big demand for 
the roving leader program” and 
they are getting a lot more coop¬ 
eration from the schools, he affirm¬ 
ed.. 

Asked whether he felt the Green¬ 
belt center has been a success, Wil 
son replied that “We feel like we’re 
a success if we help people.” The 
importance of our program is that 
“People know that a service is av¬ 
ailable and that someone cares,” 
he proclaimed. 

Gscheidle feels he has a “beauti¬ 
ful relationship” with the local po¬ 
lice and city officials. “We haven’t 
had one complaint” from the people 
who live in the area, either. 


APB Supports Earlier 
Action on Interchange 

Two reports prepared by the city’s 
Advisory Planning Board will be 
on the agenda for this Monday's 
council meeting. The first deals 
with the State’s 5-year highway 
construction program; the second 
deals with the proposed renova¬ 
tion of the Mobil Oil service sta¬ 
tion at Centerway. 

In report #121, the APB discuss¬ 
es the Greenbelt Road - Kenilworth 
Aye. grade separated interchange 
in favorable terms, noting that this 
is one of the worst intersec¬ 
tions in the western part of the 
county. The State Highway Admin¬ 
istration program for this item 
calls for funds for planning and en¬ 
gineering in budget year 1974; 
right-of-way acquisition funds in 
fiscal year 1976 and construction in 
fiscal years 1977 and 1978. 

The APB recommended that this 
schedule be accelerated. It further 
recommended that Greenbelt Road 
be the underpass route with un^ 
hindered and free flowing move¬ 
ment. It also urged, that the pro¬ 
ject include construction of a pe— _ 
destrian and/or bicycle overpass 
across Kenilworth Avenue. . t .. 

Another item included iii the 
State 5-year program is the wid¬ 
ening of Kenilworth Avenue from 
1-495 to U. S. 1.' The APB noted 
that the city has already recom¬ 
mended in its policy statement to 
the Western Prince Georges Tran¬ 
sportation Alternative Study Com¬ 
mittee that no widening of Kenil¬ 
worth Ave. should occur. It indi¬ 
cated that further review of the 
needs for this road should be 
made after the opening of the Ken¬ 
ilworth Ave-Greenbelt Rd. inter¬ 
change. 

In Report #122, APB recom¬ 
mended that any remodeling^ of the 
Mobil Oil service station shcTuld be 
opposed until a plan is submitted 
that takes into consideration pro¬ 
per flow of pedestrian traffic. The 
remodeling plan for the service 
station at the east end of the Cen¬ 
ter calls for removal of the exist¬ 
ing sidewalk to the underpass near 
Gardenway.

In separate cars, the two police¬ 
men chased the suspect to Elton 
Rd., where he was cornered by the 
officers.

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Council, Merchants Meet 

On Center Mall Project

In a smalt, informal meeting ©n 
Wednesday, February 22, three 
members of the Greenbelt city coun¬ 
cil Mayor Richard Pilski, coun- 
cilwoman Rhea Cohen, and coun¬ 
cilman Gil Weidenfeld met with a 
number of Center merchants and 
professional people to discuss the 
development of the Center Mall. 
Attending also was a representa 
live of the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Department of Inspections. Al¬ 
bert Atkinson, assistant city man¬ 
ager Denis Piendak, and two 
Greenbelt taxpavers, Ed Thornhill 
and an unidentified citizen. 

The extremely candid, though 
cordial, discussion resulted in gen 
era! agreement that something has 
to be done to fix up the Center Mall 
but that the details would be left 
open for the next month or so. The 
professionals and merchants agreed 
to hold their own meetings during 
this interim to try to develop their 
own recommendations regarding 
upgrading the buildings and the 
eity owned center, and the coun¬ 
cil representatives agreed to re¬ 
main open minded in regard to 
final plans and questions of fin¬ 
ancing. 

A number of questions were rais - 
as to whether or not the city 
really needed to carry out the full 
plan. Leo Gerfon of High’s for ex¬ 
ample, questioned the necessity for 
paving over the present flower beds 
and patches of grass. Dr. William 
Weintraub stated that a number of 
shrubs around his building, had 
been destroyed by bike riders, and, 
that unless something was done 
about that problem, any develop¬ 
ment would be a waste of money. 

John Jones of the Bowling Alley, 
also suggested that the nicely- 
lighted area planned would not be 
used by the citizens, as presently 
envisioned by council, because no 
citizen is going to stay around very 
long and be subjected to the abu¬ 
sive language and actions of some 
of the older youth who presently 
hang out in the back parking lot, 
and would most assuredly take 
over. He wanted to make it clear 
that he was not talking about the 
majority of youth of Greenbelt, 
but those few “thugs" in their ear¬ 
ly twenties who make it difficult for 
the rest. 

The latter two argpments visibly 
affected the council representatives 
who agreed that something would 
have to be done about these prob 
lems. like greater enforcement of 
the no bike riding ordinance and 
perhaps the installation of ligh¬ 
ting in the back parking lot. 

In general, the merchant-tenants 
felt that it was not fair for the en 
tire cost of the development to be 
assessed against them Inasmuch as 
the improvement was to benefit the 
entire city. In addition, there were 
individual concerns about how costs 
would be allocated among the var 
ious properties around the mall, 
the point being made that credit 
should be given those property own 
ere for work already done to en 
hanee the area. Also, a number of 
representatives, like those from the 
Greenbelt Co-op and the Suburban 
Trust Bank, had to report to a 
corporate structure and needed ad 
ditional details, particularly fin¬ 
ancial data, before they could even 
give a reaction. 

Mayor Pilski remained firm that 
it was the intent of council to carry 
out a renovation of the mall, but 
suggested that if the tenants and 
owners were willing to develop 
plans for making the buildings 
more attractive that council might 
then find it easier to consider al¬ 
ternative methods of financing the 
center proper. 

Inspector Atkinson pointed out 
that on a *"walk-through” tour of 
the mall, he had found a number of 
violations- of the eounty building 
code which could be enforced, like 
forcing owners to paint the build¬ 
ings. But, in response to a sugges¬ 
tion from the merchants and pro¬ 
fessionals, Pilski agreed that it 
would be much better to try to plan 
jointly and to work the entire mat ¬ 
ter out amicably If possible. Jim

How about a test 
drive ?” 

Got a lot 
of power, y’know.” 

As John pulled away from the 
used car lot, he mashed the gas 
pedal to the floor and aimed for 
the nearest expressway where the 
speedometer inched toward the 100 
mark. “Any car that can go that 
fast can't have much wrong with 
it,” he thought to himself.

Tax Appeals Board are going on.

against suggestion's that areas not 
covered by the city's trash collection 
system also be required to separate 
newspapers from trash and collect 
newspaper separately. 

Groenbriar 

Council member Elizabeth Maffay 
expressed concern that the Green- 
briar temporary package sewage 
plan would not have the necessary 
safeguards requested by the county 
health office and the city. Giese 
said he has just received the plans 
and will have a status report at the 
next meeting on the plans and the 
revised application filed by the 
Greenbriar owners for a point of 
discharge permit. 

Architects 

The council agreed to the con¬ 
tinued hiring of landscape architect 
T. D. Donovan for the center mall 
improvement program at a fee of 
10 percent of cost s, not to exceed 
$5,400. 

It also agreed to hire the archi¬ 
tectural firm of Walton and Mad¬ 
den, to recommend a plan for re¬ 
pair of the gym roof at the Youth 
Center. A couple of years ago, the 
city installed along the ceiling ma¬ 
sonite panels to prevent the further 
< oterioration of the insulation, 
which was being damaged by bas¬ 
ketball and other objects. 

According to Giese, this modifica¬ 
tion has not worked, and some of 
the panels are becoming detached 
from the ceHing. It was decided 
that an architect is needed to de¬ 
velop a permanent solution bo the 
problem. This work will take into 
consideration the installation of ad¬ 
ded lighting. 

Citizen Ad Hoc Committee 

The council received a letter from 
Pastor Edward H. Bimer, chair¬ 
man of the Citizen Ad Hoc School 
Leadership Committee Report, re¬ 
counting the activities of the com¬ 
mittee in assuring a peaceful and 
orderly transition to the court-or¬ 
dered busing system for school 
children. Reverend Bimer said 
that he is not contemplating any 
additional meetings of the commit¬ 
tee at this time, but the committee 
will be available if its services are 
required. 

Pool Concession 

A proposal by the operators of 
the lake park consession (Gunners' 
Mate, Inc.) to operate the swim¬ 
ming pool concession stand was 
held over until the next council 
meeting so as to give Greenbelt 
residents an opportuniy to put in a 
bid. It was noted by several coun¬ 
cil members that the operation of 
the swimming pool concession 
stand is a full-time job that cannot 
be left to volunteer help. 

PRAB Letters 

The Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board sent two letters to 
council. One suggested that council 
appoint persons to PRAB with ex¬ 
pertise in areas of parks and open 
space and adult athletics. The other 
asked for information as to coun¬ 
cil's reaction to PRAB’s recommen¬ 
dation that a uniform plan be de¬ 
veloped for the use of all city parks 
and recreation facilities. 

In another recreation matter, the 
council indicated its doubts re¬ 
garding a recreation department 
proposal for reserving use of tennis 
courts. It thought a sticker ap¬ 
proach, so as to limit court use 
by non-residents, might be more 
effective but in the meantime de¬ 
cided to give the reservation ap¬ 
proach a trial. Persons will be 
required to sign in at the tennis 
courts. 

Other Matters 

The council authorized the city 
manager to purchase one Dodge 
Polara and one Matador for police 
cars in an effort to get some com¬ 
parative maintenance costs where 
different warranties are in effect. 

Council expressed opposition to 
two county-proposed measures for 
easing the location of non-resident 
medical offices in residential areas.

Marriott Tries Virginia 
Location for Theme Park 

Marriott Corporation announced 
it has been invited by authorities 
in Prince William County, Virginia 
to locate its Great America family 
entertainment center in their coun¬ 
ty, west of Washington, D.C., and 
that the company had taken options 
on land for the possible develop¬ 
ment of the project there. 

The company said the site, total¬ 
ing almost 550 acres, is near Ma¬ 
nassas, between Interstate Route 66 
on the south and DS Route 29/211 
on the north about 15 minutes 
west of the Beltway. 

President J, W. Marriott Jr. 
said that the project is contingent 
upon re-zoning of the site by Prince 
William County, obtaining of suit¬ 
able highway access arrangements 
from the State of Virginia and Fed¬ 
eral government, and the granting 
of certain other requirements. 

He also said that if the project 
goes forward, company plans pro¬ 
vide only for the theme park seg¬ 
ment of its Great America project. 
The origmial Great America plans, 
proposed first for Howard County, 
County, Maryland, included an 
animal preserve, marine life park, 
campgrounds, specialty shopping 
plaza ( and hotel. Marriott said 
plans are not being made at this 
time for these additional elements. 

The theme park would provide 
rides, live entertainment, and other 
features sectioned into several Am¬ 
erican themes, such as Great 
Southwest, Cape Cod, Rural Ameri¬ 
ca,, Yukon and New Orleans. 

Proposals for locating the “Great 
America” project on land occupied 
by the Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center created a stir last 
fall. Opposition to the idea was 
expressed by the county executive, 
the county council, Congressman 
Lawrence Hogan, State Senator Ed¬ 
ward T. Conroy, and the Greenbelt 
City Council. Bills were intro¬ 
duced by county councilmen which 
would control the disposition of 
public land at the agricultural cen¬ 
ter. Apparently this opposition has 
paid off.
